The province is making 
a clear commitment to an 
ongoing program. This new 


agreement is for three years."’-

The smallest parcel of land 
that will be considered for the

Co-op Program proves credible

Responsible le who are 
willing to make a commit- 


ment. That is only one of the - 


reasons why the Centre Hast- 


ings Secondary School Busi- - 


ness Education Co-op program 
is working so well. 

Behind the scenes are a 
group of employers and teach- 
ers who have dedicated many 
hours of their time monitoring 
the co-op program so that it is 
designed to benefit both 
student and employer. So far 
the program is a major 
success story. 

“The success rate of student 
placement in business is better 
than 70 per cent and usually if 
we do encounter any trouble, 
it’s never too serious that it 
can't be rectified’’, says 
CHSS's Business Education 
co-ordinator Shirley Coveney. 

“It's because we play it right 
up front with both our students 
and the employers, even the 
slightest thing gets ni in 
the bud and never really gets 
out of hand’’, says Business 


Education. Department head 
Sharon Ostman. Ostman 
expressed her own high stan- 
dards for the program and said 
that beth the students and the 
cuore. deserve to be 
treated fairly and if there are 
continuous flaws with the prog- 
ram then it hurts the program 
as a whole. 

Since January 1988, 32 CHSS 
students have successfully 
proven that they are capable of 
accepting the responsibility 
and demands in a working 
environment. “This program 
is not designed to hand-over 
four easy credits to students 
who think that is easier out 
there in the working world. 
And we make that quite clear 
to the students during our 
interviews of applicants’ , says 
Ostman. 

Each placement student is 
required to have successfully 
completed all regular school 
subjects before they are elig- 
able to apply for the co-op 
program. And each student 


oes into the work place with a 
Sesigner training plan, put 
together by one of the special 
educators at CHSS. The prog. 
ram stipulates that the 
student/worker must work 110 
hours at their placement to 
earn four credits towards their 
diploma 

“We have 60 applicants that 
we are now interviewing for 
work placements next semes- 
ter Phat's almost double the 
students out on placement 
now.) That will mean a load of 
extra work for our department 
to come up with jobs for them 


_and to follow-up their progress 


after they are placed. We are 
required to visit the students 
after every 30 working hours” 
says Ostman, 

Ostman said that right now 
there are no plans to expand

Gypsy Moth Update 


It's that time of year again: 
soon the budspwill break. the 
flowers will bloom and the 
pypsy moth egg masses will 

atch. If Ph have not already 
surveyed your backyard, 
cottage lot or woodlot, there is 
still time to do so and destroy 
the egg masses before they 
hatch. 

The best way is to scrape 
them off the trees and burn 
them or drop them into a 
container of soapy water or 
bleach. Be sure to check rocks. 
wood piles and garden \furni- 
ture. as well as the trees for 
egg masses. 

If you are anticipating a 
yroblem this year, you should 
nave already applied through 
your county office to the Co- 
operative Gypsy Moth Spray 
Program. Deadline for appli- 
cations was March 31. 1988. 

The Ministry has planned a 
significantly reduced program 
this year. Only 4,300 ha. of 
Crownland will be sprayed 
compared to 25.000 ha. in 1987. 
The general collapse of the 
population in eastern Ontario 
is the reason for the reduced 
program. Several ‘isolated 


areas, however, are expected | 


to experience heavy defolia- 
tion in July. : 
Even though there will not be 


much spraying this year. the 


Ministry will continue its 
efforts to learn more about the 
gypsy moth and in developing 
effective methods of 
management. 

Two studies of interest 
planned for this summer 
include the controlled release 
of parasitic insect, which

attacks gypsy moth caterpil- 
lars. The parasite is a fly that 
for all intents and puree 
looks like a housefly. The 
female lays her eggs on the 
gypsy moth caterpillar, the 
eggs hatch, the maggots 
burrow inside the caterpillar 
and feed on the internal 
organs. Once the maggots are 
full grown they leave the gypsy 
moth caterpillar and form a 
cacoon. The gypsy moth cater- 
pillar then dies. 
This particular parasite was 
imported from Europe and 
reared in a lab at the Forest 
Pest Management Institute 
‘FPMI) in Sault Ste. Marie. 
The adult flies will be trans- 
ported to this area sometime in 


June and released into cages — 


containing oak trees infested 
with gypsy -moth caterpillars. 

Scientists from FPMI will 
then study the biclogy of the Hy 
and its effectiveness in parast- 
tizing the gypsy moth. 

Similar experiments have 
been successful in managing 
other forest pests, such as the 
spruce budworm. A very tiny 
wasp called a Trichogramma 
has been reared in the millions 
and released in spruce 
budworm infested areas in 
northern Ontario. 

If the fly proves successful in 
managing the gypsy moth, 
similar releases could be possi- 
ble in the future. This type of 
management is known as clas- 
sical biological control.

Results from an eastern 
Ontario-wide gypsy moth egg 
mass survey, conducted by the 
Ministry of Natural Resources 
last October, indicate there 
will be further reductions in 
damage to trees this spring 
and summer causéd by the 
leaf-eating caterpillar 

“On a regional scale, the 
main body of the infestation 
has broken up. leaving scat- 
tered and localized pockets of 
gypsy moth with higher popu- 


lation levels.’ said Amy 
Luciani, the ministry's 
entomologist. 


The townships expected to 
receive moderate to severe 


levels of leaf defoliation 
include parts of Pakenham, 
Bagot, Blythfield, Darling, 


Lavant, Bedford, Storrington, 
Lake, Huntingdon, Sydney, 
Murray, Crahme, Percy, 
Haldimand, Cavan and Hope. 

The expected reduction in 
tree damage and levels of 
infestation are reflected in the 


“size of the Ministry's crown 


land aerial spray program for 
gypsy moth. 

Luciani said the Ministry of 
Natural Resources will only 
spray about 4300 hectares of 
crown forests this year with 
the biological insecticide Bt’ 
(Bacillus thuringiensis). In 
1987, 25000 ha. of crown forests 
were sprayed, and in 1986, 
45000 ha. were treated. 

Private lands are being 
sprayed under the county prog- 
ram. But, according to 
Luciani, the need to spray 


should be determined on a 
case-by-case basis. Gypsy 
moth co-ordinators in the coun- 
ty offices can assist landow- 
ners with this. 


Other Parts of 
Southern Ontario 


One of the most notable 
changes in the gypsy moth 
population is the presence of 
very high densities of egg 
masses in the St. Williams 
Forest Station near Simcoe, 
Ontario 

The infestation in Simcoe 
was first observed in July 1987, 
when approximately 120 ha. of 
the station were heavily defo- 
liated. This May, the Ministry 
will spray about 500 ha. of the 
forest station with “Bt” 
insecticide. 

In the Niagara area, high 
densities of egg masses have 
been found at the St. John’s 
Conservation Area 

To date, Simcoe and Niagara 
are the only areas in the 
province, outside of the east- 
ern Ontario infestation, show- 
ing increasing population 
levels with the potential for 
high levels of defoliation 

The gypsy moth first estab- 
lished its leg-hold in eastern 
Ontario in 1981. Their popula- 
tion. peaked in 1985 when 
246, ha. of forest received 
moderate to severe levels of 
leaf defoliation. Since then, 
significant declines in the 
moth’s population have been

In my estimation, no other part of the body is harder to control 
or causes more destruction. Like a spark sets a forest on fire, or a 
rudder steers a large ship, so the tongue sets the course of our 
lives. It can bring us trouble or blessing. ;

Those 
of you who went to school a few 
years back may remember 
celebrating Arbour Day by 

lanting a tree, or cleaning up

he purpose of Arbour Day 

to dramatize the need for 
planting trees, and impress 
upon our youth the importance 
of conservation practices and 
good citizenship. 

It would be interesting to ask 
today’s school children what 
they think the purpose of 
Arbour Day is. But a month 
from now, each and every 
elementary school child in 
Hastings County will not mn 
know what Arbour Day is ail 
about, but they will have cele- 
brated Arbour Day by planting 
their own little tree! 

A recently-formed Arbour 
Day Committee approached 
the Hastings County School 
Boards with the idea of revita- 
lizing Arbour Day within their 


schools. The committee 
consists.of the Belleville 
Garden Club; the Crowe 


Valley, Lower Trent. and 
Moira River Conservation 
Authorities; and the Ministry 
of Natural Resources. 

With unanimous support 
from the. school boards, the 
committee is developing a 


program where 17,000 students 
in 62 schools across the county 
will be receiving a white pine 
seedling to plant. 

Along with the trees, each 
school will receive an informa- 
tion package. The package 
contains activity outlines 
recognizing Arbour a 
which will be celebrated by the 
schools during the first week of 
May. It also includes resource 
information on trees, allowing 
teachers to instruct students 
on the correct method for 
planting their own seedlings. 

The costs involved in this 
program will be totally 
absorbed by the Arbour Day 
Committee. 

The 17,000 seedlings will be 
picked up from the Ministry of 
Natural Resources nursery in 
Orono during the first week in 
May. The seedlings will then 
be distributed to each school in 
Hastings County. 

Perhaps the careful planting 
and continued care for a smal 
tree will instill into each child a 
greater wonder and apprecia- 
tion for the natural beauty of 
our environment. And as 
students discover the simply 
joy of planting their trees, 
Hastings County will also bene- 
fit, becoming 17,000 trees 
richer! :

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Singing in the shower good for your lungs 


Belleville - Go ahead, sing in 
the shower - even if others in 
your household cover their 
ears. A recent study suggests 
that the more you sing, the 
longer you may live. . 

Research conducted by 

Kathleen A. McCormick, 
Ph.D. of the Gerontology 
Research Centre, National 
Institute on Aging, and the 
University of Maryland in 
Baltimore, reveals that profes- 
sional opera singers have 
stronger chest wall muscles, 
and that their hearts pump 


blood. better than those of - 


otherwise normal non-singing 
adults. oe 
This may help explain why 


professional singers. often 
outlive non-singers by 20 years 
or more. Her advice to all of us 
is “sing our way to healthy 
lungs”. é : 

Dr. McCormich examined 
lung and heart function hat 
sustained ee or abdominal, 
breathing in 20 members of the 
New ork City Opera 
Company, who were between 
29 and 65 gad of age. 

Some of the singers smoked 
and some never engaged in 
physical conditioning exer- 
cises. Regardless of, these 
factors, the group as a whole, 
were able to maintain 
diaphragmatic breathing with 
large lung volumes during 


testing. 

Throughout the tests, their 
hearts worked more efficiently 
in pumping blood and their 
heart rate was lower than that 
in a group of young non- 
singers, all under 40 years of 
age. S 

“The cardiopulmonary 
differences were ‘similar to 
those seen between condi- 
tioned athletes and untrained 
subjects during exercise test- 
ing,’’ Dr. McCormick said. 

AEROBIC SINGING 

Normally, heart and lung 
function decline with age in 
most adults. This decline is 
accelerated in people who 
smoke and those who live a 


sedentary lifestyle. According 
to Dr. McCormick, the results 
of this study indicate that the 
decline can be slowed down by 
singing. 

“Singing is a conditionin 
exercise of the muscles o 
respiration,”’ says Dr. McCor- 
mick. “It very-efficiently tones © 
up the chest wall muscles ina ~ 
manner similar to swimming, 
rowing and yoga.”

thing muscles allow them to

Specific exercises aimed at 
raining the respiratory 
muscles have been shown to be 
of benefit in patients with 
cystic fibrosis. ‘Singing might 
be a way of achieving the same 
goal,”’ says Dr. Hyland.

ELL SAYS: “Fight rust as soon as 
it's visible by thoroughly cleaning’ the 
surface and using a rust-resistant coating 
to protect from moisture.

© The Mildew Mystery — Moisture apd 
bacteria in the air can create mildew in 
poorly ventilated areas such at small 
rooms, closets and basements.

evening, April 4th. They were 
there because of their interest 
in the topic of the evening, 
“Organic Gardening.” 

The speaker, Bernhard 
Haack, took over the manage- 
ment of his father's farm in 
Germany, after World War II. 
He was among the first to 
adopt chemical fertilizers and 
sprays for use on his farm. To 


_, him, it seemed the way to go in 
~* food production. But after 


ears of this method of farm- 
ing, ill-health caused him to 
examine the use of chemicals 
in farming. 

After studying and consult- 
ing with organic farmers, he 
was astounded at their 
success, and was now enthu- 
siastic about switching to this 
natural way of farming. 

It took a lot of experience 
and revised thinking to og 
to organic farming, after 30 

ears Of chemical farming. 

ut when he recovered his 
health, after ten years, he saw 
the wisdom of nature's ways. 

Today, he feels that we have 
lost confidence in God's crea- 
tion, and by the use of chemi- 
cals, are upsetting the balance 
of ‘nature. He is sure many of 
the allergies afflicting us 
today. are caused by the use of 
chemicals. 

His organic farm in 
Germany was so successful, 
that soon his family were 
selling their products - fresh 
fruits and vegetables to health 
wholesalers, and to a large 
clientele besides. A bakeshop 
was added, where they sold 
whole-grain bread, with flour 
milled daily from their own 
grain. : 

In 1982, the decision was 
made to emigrate to Canada, 
in order to keep their sons from 
being drafted into military 
service. They settled on a 500 
acre farm, near Kincardine, 
where, for, 15 years. the fields 
had grown oe corn. His task 
was to bring this depleted soil

back to fertility without the use 
of chemicals. 

For the first years. he said 
there was a crowd of curious 
neighbours driving past his 
farm, to see how this “fool” 
would produce crops by organ- 
ic farming. His motto is “Treat 
the soil right, and it will 
produce.” 

One of his first tasks was to 
start compost piles, on which 
he placed, in layers, all organ- 
ic waste matter from the 
house, leaves, branches, 
weeds, and. refuse from the 

arden. Bacterial activity 

ecomposes the organic 
matter, creates warmth and 
carbohydrates in a slow 
oer: when spread over the 
soil. 

By using the organic system 
in gardening, he finds he has a 
good yield, with no problems 
with weeds, insects and fungi. 
A healthy plant, grown in the 
natural way, does not attract 
these problems. 

Bernhard feels that farmers 
need to know how to farm 
successfully, without the high 
cost of chemical fertilizers and 
sprays. To emphasize his 
views, he accepts speaking 
engagements at night schools 
and horticultural societies, and 
conducts seminars. 

In this way, he tries to get 
across his message that organ- 
ic farming is the only way to 
save our Earth. He says, 
‘Study nature and see how she 
does it.’ He gave some 
examples: 

1. the woodlot, which composts 
its leaves. twigs, dead 
animals, etc. into a fertile 
a that supports ongoing 
ife; 

2. the prairies, which, for 
thousands of years made their 
own fertility from decayed 
buffalo grass and chips, but 
which have now been eroded 
by the use of chemicals. 

In his gardening, he uses 
companion blending, and crop 
rotation. His garden is divided 
into strips. On the first strip 
are planted heavy feeders 
(corn, cabbage, potatoes, etc.) 
in soil that has received eight 
to ten pounds of compost per 10

A whirlpool offers the 
consumer the flexibility of a 
multi-dimensional bathin 
product, doubling as a bath 
and leisure center. 

Spas are generally larger 
than whirlpools and are 
designed for two or more 
occupants. 

A spa can be a practical 
alternative to a swimming pool 
if space is at a premium. it is 
self-contained, with the heater 
located inside the spa 
surround. A thermo-insulating 
cover, placed over the spa 
when it is not in use, will keep 
the water warm and clean. 

Spas are available in both 
inground and portable models, 
but the portable ones are the 
most popular because they are 
less expensive to set up and 
can be ready.for use within a 
relatively short time . of 
delivery. 

A portable spa can be moved 
outside or indoors at the users’ 
preference, because it does not 
require special plumbing. 

It is simply a matter of 
filling the spa with a garden 
hose, plugging in the heater 
and enjoying a leisurely soak. 
Because a spa is designed for 
relaxation and hydrotherapy. 


‘soap and shampoo should not 


be used in it. 

Among the options the pros- 
pective spa buyer should 
consider is an overflow system 
which prevents water in the 
spa from overflowing when 
someone steps into it; other 
important considerations are 
the size of the unit and the type 
of seating preferred. 

It was pointed out that an 
overflow prevention system 
saves money because it 
prevents the loss of heated 
water from the spa. And, as for

Tips on using insulation to 


soundproof the media room, 


a popular living area 


Many homeowners are choosing to re- 
main in their existing homes longer and, 
as a result, are remodeling once-unused 
areas such as basements into exciting liv- 
ing Spaces. 

One of the most popular types of 
rooms being developed today is the me- 


dia room. The media room is a recre- 
ational area which often contains large 
screen televisions, stereo equipment, 
VHS and audio visual systems, recessed 
and track lighting, and modern, comfort- 
able-looking furniture.

Fertilizer and the home gardener 


Next to watering, correct 
fertilizing or feeding is~ the 
most important task for 
success in gardening. Unfortu- 
nately this is the area of least 
understanding by the majority 
of home gardeners. 

The intelligent use of fertiliz- 
ers requires that the home 
ekg understand several 

sic facts: 


(1) all plants roaure nitrogen, 
and pot 


phosphorous, assium ; 
(2) plants do not differentiate 
between organic fertilizers 
‘such as manure) and 
commerciall fertil- 
izers (such as nitrate or 


urea.};

One of the best ways is to use 
an organic source, such as 
well-rotted animal manure, 

reen manure and/or compost. 

rganic sources are usually 
low in nitrogen and, for many 
paw extra nourishment may 

e required, often from a 
commercial fertilizer. Animal 
manures are not always avail- 
able to gardeners and can be a 
source of weeds. 

Howeyer organic fertilizers 
work wonders with the soil by 
improving: its texture, water 
retention and porosity. It is 
recommended, that home 
gardeners make as much use 
of compost and green manures 
as possible. ‘This can be done 
by reserving one corner of 
your garden and composting 
most of the unwanted vegeta- 
tion and household table 
scraps. There are many good 
reference articles available on 
composting. Green manure 
ean be produced by keeping a 
supply of annual rye grass, rye 
or buckwheat on hand to 
sow in any empty garden 
areas, such as after a harvest, 
and tilling under iri the late 
fall, the following spring or 
before going to (buck- 
wheat). The use of. organic 
materials can reduce consider- 


on the outside of the container 
or bag in the above order. A 
20-3-4 fertilizer contains 20 per 
cent nitrogen, three per cent 
phosphorous and four per cent 
potassium. 

As arule, those plants grown 
for foliage (lettuce, grass, 
shade trees) respond well to a 
fertilizer with a high percen- 
tage of nitrogen such as 10-6-4. 


Those plants grown for their 
fruit, flower and seed (toma- 
toes, bean, geraniums) 


respond well to fertilizers with 
a high percentage of phosphor- 
ous and potassium such as 
5-10-15. Those plants grown 
from bulbs and for their roots 
(onions, carrots, tulips) do 
well with applications of high 
phosphorous t fertilizers, 
such as 6-12-6. ause most 
soils in southern Ontario are 
alkaline (pH above 7.0) the 
addition of phosphorous is 
almost a necessity, especially 
at planting'time. 

Many commercial type 
fertilizers now contain “‘trace 
elements’’ and gardeners 
should avail themselves of this .

taking a genie out-of a bottle.

It was his opinion that the 
biggest majority of the people 
of the Soviet Union supported 
the ideas of Gorbachev, whom 
he called highly respected. But 
when he e of when positive 
economic results would appear 
as a result of the changes, he 
said, “Some say in five years, 
others say in 10 years. We will 
have to wait and see.” 
Kirillov had been in Canada 
for just over a year. In telling 
the students of his first official 
visit within Canada, his humor 
sufaced again.

Although Fire Prevention 
Week is over, the problem is 
not solved, nor will it ever be 
as long as strict regulations 
are disobeyed. Unfortunately, 
each year an average of 1700 
forest fires destroy more than 
230,000 hectares of Ontario's 
forests. About 70 percent of 
those fires are the direct result 
of human carelessness. That 
means that 70 percent of all 
forest fires in Ontario are 
preventable. 

The fire season for a forest’ 
fire region occurs each year 
from April 1 to October 
31. Fire permits are required 
by law for all debris burnin 
done during the fire season an 
may be obtained, free of 
charge. from the Ministry 
office in your area or your 
local Fire Warden or permit 
issuer. 

Burning permits usually 
limit the time you may burn to 
before 10:00 a.m. and after 
6:00 p.m. each day for greater 
safety. The permit holder 
must provide adequate 
manpower and equipment and 
is responsible for ensuring that 
the fire is totally extinguished. 

Promoting public awareness 
is the most important element 
of the Ministry of Natural 
Resources fire prevention 
program.

Michalos defines happiness 
as a relatively en and 
relatively long-lasting good 
feeling or attitude. He is in the 
midst of analysing 9,000 survey 
results from people in 38 coun- 
tries in an effort to find what 
people around the world look 
for when they look for 
happiness. 
he results show that in 
many cases it is the gap 
between what we have now and 
what we wish we had that 
determines how happy we are.

Three out of four M $8 patients 
are still active; one out of three 
have a \mild form of M.S. and 
the lifespan of most is usually 
near normal.

pneumatic tools to drill and cut 
stone as we have nowadays. 
These blocks were hand- 
drilled and finished upon arri- 
val at the site. They were then 
carefully mortared and put in 
place, and it defies the imagi- 
nation to think of the amount of 
manual labor and manipula- 
tion required to actually 
achieve the impressive results. 


Exterior materials ranged 
from quarry stone, to brick, to 
frame. Some were even 
constructed from fieldstone. I 
think a comment on this is in 


order. These fieldstones, while. 


taking less work to prepare, 
must have been much more 
difficult to arrange and keep in 
proper alignment as they were 
not of uniform size or shape. ‘ 

We. in this area, are blessed 
with a fair number of brick 
houses with the white stone 
fitted into the corners, creat- 
ing. I assume, a stronger 
corner as well as a pleasing 
effect to the eye. 
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Porches - one cannot omit 
porches. These, in themselves, 
were creations that were as 
much a part of life as the little 
house out back.
